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In 1903, John Gilbert Wood, known as “Jack”, was born on the 
16'" of September, in Salt Lake City, Utah. He was born to Winfield Scott 
Wood (American) and Catherine Francis Howes (English). Jack was 3'? 
eldest, of nine Children. (1) Katherine, (2) Dan, (3) Jack, (4) Fred, (5) 
Halie, (6) Filmore, (7) Virginia (8) Leonard, and (9) Margaret 


Early Childhood 


Jack and his siblings didn't have an easy life. In fact, times were hard in 
the State of Utah at the Turn-of-the-Century. Jack's father, Winfield, was 
working as a restaurant "porter", and some type of “laborer” during his 
early childhood. Though income was small and meagre, the family would 
be thrown into absolute poverty when Winfield started a two-year affair 
with a woman. Jack was 10 at the time, and when his father spent most 
all his time & money with his mistress and her children, Jack and his 
family had absolutely no money coming in. 


Events came to a climax when his father shot his mistress when she had 
called off their relationship & flaunted herself with other men. Winfield 
shot her, and eventually spent five years in prison. It was also at this 
time, that his new born brother was adopted out. Filmore was his name, 
and despite searching for him, years later, he was never found. 


Early Adulthood 


In 1923, at age 20, Jack married a "young" woman by the name of 
Marian Robinson. They went to Farmington, Davis County to be married. 
Jack's mother and older sister were witnesses. Despite telling the 
Justice of the Peace she was 18 years old, her birth certificate reveals 
that she was only 14 years old. The marriage didnt last long at all, with 
no background, we must assume it ended with a divorce, or perhaps an 
annulment. Records show that Marian married 3 more times. 


In 1925, two years after his first marriage, Jack married again. Blanche 
Greenhalgh was her name, and she is my grandmother. They were 
married on the 9!" of December 1925, in Salt Lake City, Utah. Together 
Jack and Blanche had eight children: (1) John Gilbert Wood Jr. (Jack), 
(2) Marilyn Blanche, (3) Ronald Theodore, (4) Richard Francis, (5) 
LaRee, (6) Howard Edwin, (7) Kay, and (8) Linda Lee Wood. As a young 
family, they were living with Blanche's parents. Here, at 345 Reed Ave., 
their first child, Jack Jr, was born. 


The 1930 Census show Jack employed as a bell hop, at the New Grand 
Hotel in Salt Lake City. Bellhops were responsible for making a good 
first impression on hotel guests, moving luggage, showing guests to 
their rooms and acting as a concierge. 


While working at the jobs listed in his timeline, Jack also worked side 
jobs to make extra money. Jack worked as a cab driver, and at "Woody's 
Restaurant’, which was owned by his brother, Halie. The story goes, that 
when Jack worked there, customers loved it mainly because Jack gave 
very generous portions. 


After working for the New Grand Hotel, as a bell hop, elevator operation, 
clerk, Jack found jobs working as a driver for the Salt Lake 
Transportation company, and eventually found a stable and permanent 
job at Greyhound Bus Company. After many years, Jack would retire 
from Greyhound and received a gold watch as a parting gift 


Blanche, and her brothers, Bill, Bob, and Elmer were all to worked for, 
and retired from the Greyhound bus company. All three of Grandma's 
brothers moved, in the late 1950s, from Salt Lake City to Orange 
County, California. 


The age gap between Jack and Blanche's children would span 17 years. 
Their son, Jack Jr., was born in 1926. This was all at the same time that 
Blanche's youngest brother, Bob, was born. Her mother, Sarah 
Greenhalgh, couldn't breast feed young Bob, so Blanche took on the 
responsibility of feeding both her son, Jack, and brother, Bob. 





In 1943, Jack Jr. would enlist in the US Navy in the same year that his 
youngest sister, Linda, was born. Blanche's brother, Bob, also joined the 
Navy. 


My dad, Howard, was the youngest boy, and was one to explore his 
neighbourhood and find mischief most everywhere. Howard would be 
with his buddies in a nearby field "camping out" for the day. They would 
build fires, and chuck whole potatoes in to cook. They apparently would 
be a true delight after pealing the chard skin away. Grandma had many 
chores for young Howard, be he would often find creative ways to avoid 
those daily chores. Grandma would often find him asleep behind 


furniture or the stove. At age 8, after being baptized, and being told he 
couldn't swear anymore, Howard found himself having his mouth washed 
out by a neighbor (Mrs. Brown) after she caught him in a fit of swearing. 
Howard arriving home, via a cop car, was not an uncommon sight. 


Not sure of Howard's age, 
but one afternoon, after 
his older brother Ron & 
his buddies had left their 
homemade flamethrower 
in the garage, Howard got 
it working, only to have a 
bit of wind throw the flame 
on his trousers. Howard 
was laid up for weeks and 
weeks recovering from a 
burn to his left knee. Even 
to his last days on earth, 
that wound would still 
haunt him, by occasionally 
“weeping” a bit. 








Jack and Blanche had 
three sons serve in the 
military, and one serve 
two LDS Missions. Most 
all their children stayed in the Salt Lake area. It was Jackie that fist 
moved to Los Angeles, then Howard was soon to follow. Though | was 
born in Salt Lake City, | was living in Torrance, California by the winter 
of 1960, when my sister, Wendy, was born. 





All three of Grandma's brothers, Bill, Elmer, and Bob were already living 
in Orange County. They lived about 20-25 minutes away from Dad's & 
Uncle Jack's houses, in Torrance. 


Visits from Grandpa & Grandma Wood 


Remembering Grandpa & Grandma Wood's 
family visits to Southern California, and how 
| so wished they would have made more 
trios to California, and likewise we had 
made trips to Utah. lII mention later in this 
biography, how | would make up for this, but 
for now l'Il carry on with Grandpa's history. 





When my grandparents did make the trips to 
California, and in particular Torrance, and 
Orange County, they were able to see Grandma's three brothers, and 
their two sons, Uncle Jack & our family. All three of Grandma's brothers 
lived within minutes of each other in Orange County, and they were all 
about 25 minutes from Torrance. I’m so grateful that we, as a family 
made many trips to see Grandma's brothers, my great uncles, as many 
times as we did. | can go into lots of history with them in a Greenhalgh 
family history. 


In the attached Appendix, there are a few pictures of them visiting us. 


The Car Trip Up North 


On a visit, in the early 1970s, we all took a car trip to the northern bit of 
the California Coast. We went to Carmel, San Simeon (where Hearst 
Castle is), and Santa Barbara. 


On that same visit, we all 
took a trip to the Sierra 
Mountains. Dad and Uncle 
Jack had rented cabins at 
June Lake. The Cabins are 
described as "A Frames’. 
Each family had their own 
cabin. What fun it was to play 
& swim in the water. Even 
though it was summer, June 
lake was freezing, and going 
into the lake was a 
challenge. We fished the 
several lakes in the June 
Lake loop. As I recall, 
besides June Lake, there was Grant Lake, and Silver Lake.

The Fishing Trip 


Towards the end of their stay 
with us, Dad and Uncle Jack 
planned a week-long fishing 
trip in the Sierra Mountains. 


| was a bit conflicted, 
because my softball team 
were in the Regional Finals, 
and felt committed to both my 
team, and to my family. | went Becky, (Kathy Monroe), Mark, Howard, 
on the trip, and my team lost Uncle Jack, Grandpa Wood

Uncle Jack had rented a Recreation Vehicle (RV) from a neighbor of his 
down the street. How exciting it was, the RV was complete, with a stove, 
fridge, and toilet. We had a total of seven family members in the RV: 
Grandpa Wood, Uncle Jack, Cousin Becky, Kathy Monroe (friend of 
Becky), my brother, Mark, and myself rounded out the crew for this 
expedition. We were to travel over some of the roughest roads, and on 
one occasion, as Grandpa Wood was cooking a ham in the oven, the RV 
made a left-hand turn, and out came the ham. It hit the floor and slid a 
bit. Well, we had some good meals ... Thanks Grandpa. 


A Few Years Later 


It was in 1978, that Grandpa & Grandma Wood took a Greyhound Coach 
trip to the New England States. | seem to remember it lasting 7-10 days. 
It was near their arrival day to returning to Salt Lake City, and | was due 
to report to the Mission Home on October 10^. | would be in Salt Lake 
City for 4 days, before flying to San Antonio Texas. As luck would have 
it, | missed seeing them, and even though they tried to see me, at the 
Mission Home, it wasn't permitted. | didn't know they had tried to visit till 
weeks later. My Aunt Kay was so nice to pick me up at the airport. | 
remember the red mustang she was driving. With a day to spend, Aunt 
Kay drove around the BYU campus, and at one point we decided to do a 
"Session" at the Provo Temple. To do something so sacred & special 
with a dear family member is so deeply moving, it still touches me. We 
then took a tour around Salt Lake City. | spent the night with Aunt Kay 
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and her family, it was meeting her 4 girls, my cousins for the first-time. | 
reported to the Mission Home the next day. 


On a sad note, while | was on my mission, in the fall of 1979, Grandpa 
Jack had suffered a heart attack and died while visiting in Southern 
California. 


Visits to Salt Lake City 


Shortly after my mission, in the winter of 1980, | went to Sacramento to 
visit family, then caught the Amtrak train to Salt Lake City. There, | 
visited Grandma Wood, Uncle Ron, Aunt Kay and my other cousins, 
aunts and uncles. So wished Grandpa Wood was still alive. 


Hon was living with 
Grandma Wood. 
Grandma's house is 
truly iconic. So many 
wonderful memories 
of spending time 
there. The lovely 
white house had only 
two bedrooms, and a 
pink kitchen (stove & 
fridge), and a pink 
bathroom. Even 
though the house was 
rather small, there 
was always room enough to show up for a week-long visit. | so loved 
oalt Lake City, and would drag my brother, Mark, my sister, Kara, and/or 
my friend Lamont. 





Go To Appendix 


I'm sure dad must have called Ron and let him know we were coming, 
because | sure don't remember doing so, | just decided to go, and off we 
would go that evening. It was a 13 hour trip, so leaving Torrance at 9:30 
at night, we would drive into Ron's driveway the next morning about 
10:30. Looking back, it was a fantastic drive, the desert wind, driving at 
night with the radio blasting, and entering Utah just as the sun was 
rising. | think | made the drive, from Torrance to Salt Lake City about 6-7 
times. | may never have the chance to do it again, so I'm so glad | did 


when | did. 
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Through the years, | was lucky enough to attend a couple of the Wood 
Family Reunions. On one occasion, | was driving grandma, and 5 or 6 
cousins to the family reunion at Sugar House Park, and on the way, my 
car ran out of gas. | seem to remember running out of gas a few times 
that visit. On that occasion, we were temporarily stranded on the 
freeway. Grandma's patients knew no bounds, whether it was running 
out of gas on the interstate, or coloring the mayonnaise pink and the 
mustard green (I was a bit mischievous that summer). | have such fond 
memories of her and her kindness.

1944 - Employed as a Trainman for Union Pacific Railroad. 


1946 - Jack's wife, Blanche, employed as a Servicewoman 
for Overland Greyhound Lines.

Preservation efforts began in the Marmalade Neighborhood as early as 1975, 
when the Utah Heritage Foundation moved its headquarters to Quince Street 
in the Marmalade Neighborhood and began promoting this area for historic 
preservation. In 1982, the Capitol Hill Historic District, made up of the 
Marmalade and Kimball neighborhoods, was listed on the National Register 
of Historic Places. The Salt Lake City Council designated the local historic 
district in 1984. The local historic district utilizes regulations to promote 
preservation and protect investments of property owners, by providing 
design review of new construction and alteration which helps ensure 
compatible redevelopment of properties in the district. Listing on the 
National Register entitles property owners to apply for state and federal tax 
credits as an incentive for preservation efforts.

A bit of history: In 1928 Salt Lake City became the first city to use trackless trolleys on 
major transit routes. 


Edward A. West, General Manager of the Utah Light & Traction Company, examined with 
much interest a Fageol Twin Coach 40-pasenger bus at the American Electric Railway 
Association convention in Cleveland in October, 1927. He had to decide whether to 
rebuild deteriorating track and streetcars or to replace them--but with what? 


The coach he was looking at had deep leather seats, pneumatic tires, an attractive and 
modern body design, and gas-electric propulsion. In this type of system, a gasoline 
engine drove a generator which provided power to electric motors driving the wheels. It 
was said to give smoother acceleration and less driver fatigue, although it was heavier 
than a conventional transmission and used more fuel.

Starting in 1925, a Mission Home in Salt Lake City provided a central 
location where missionaries could gather and receive instruction. Generally, 
a missionary would stay for several days, be set apart as a missionary by a 
General Authority, and participate in temple ordinances before leaving for 
his or her assigned region of service. 


Historically, missionaries went directly to foreign-language areas with no 
language preparation. From the early 1950s, BYU president Ernest Wilkinson 
lobbied for a center that combined language training with the services of the 
Mission Home. In 1961, the Church began a pilot program for 24 Spanish- 
language-speaking missionaries in Provo. In 1963, the program was 
standardized, and the administration dedicated facilities of the new 
Language Training Mission, or LTM. Missionaries were able to use the BYU 
facilities and even attended sporting events.
